Pounds Sterling. What other Advantages might be derived from it they cannot fo 
eaſily point out or aſcertain ; it is evident, however, it would increaſe the Importation 
of Tobacco unmanufactured in a much greater Ratio, as a conſiderable Part of almoſt 


every Cargo brought to this Market is unfit for our Purpoſe, and muſt, as ſuch, be
